"I definitely don't think we (the 
Village of Antioch) should pay for 
sewer and water," said commission- 
er Frank Johnson at the continua- 
tion of the public hearing for the 
Wal-Mart proposal. 

Jim Keim, village engineer, had 
said it was possible that the village 
would expand its water and sewer 
services in the area. "This develop- 
ment woulcl be supplied water and 
sewer from the village," said Keim. 
"The village is considering bringing 
sewer out to this area to expand our 
services." 

If not, the developer would and 
pay the expenses with some sort of 
repayment agreement for the area 
that does not front the develop- 

ment. 

Commissioner Bob McCarty 

said he was still "stuck" on the issue 



of utilities and the fact that develop- 
er Tim Barrett of Great Lakes 
Principals would still be looking to 
recapture $600-700,000 out of the 
super center's sales tax to cover the 

cost, i 

"It's about $1 million for the 
sewer and water. That's a significant 
amount of money to be paid up 
front," he said. 

Barrett added that he would rec- 
ommend 25 percent net of. the sales 
tax until the recapture was com- 
plete. "We were never looking to 
take all of the sales tax dollars," he

said. 

Village administrator Mike 
Haley was quick to point out that 
taking a portion of the sales taxes 
was just "one" possibility for the 
developer to recuperate its costs. 
"I've been instructed to work with 
the developer and let them know 
this is not the preferred way to 
recapture," Haley added.

D warns of smoking 
hazards after apartment fire

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Minor damage in the amount 
of $200 was the only loss in an 
apartment fire caused by the "care- 
less use of smoking materials." The 
fortunate outcome serves as a 
reminder to use care to prevent a 
situation that could be much 
worse. 

"This incident 
demonstrates why 
the careless use of 
smoking materials 
is the leading 
cause of fire fatali- 
ties," said Chief 
Investigator Rich 

Frankson. "This 
woman was lucky 

that her family 
member was 

home and able to 
assist her in exiting 
the building." 
The fire 

department was 
sent to the apart- 
ment, located on Drom Court, 
shortly after noon on Sept. 25. 
When the Engine Company arrived, 
members of the Antioch Police 
Department reported that the fire 
had been contained to mattress and 
appeared to be out. 

The building had been in the 
process of evacuation at the time 
the initial caller alerted the Antioch 
Fire Department that smoke was 
coming from the rear of the build- 
ing. 

"Only two people were home at 

the time (in the entire building)," 
said Lt. Chris Lienhardt, informa-

tion officer for die fire department. 
No one was hurt and there was min- 
imal damage." 

Lienhardt said the department 
removed the mattress and checked 
the room for any hidden fire using 
the department's thermal imaging 
camera. Investigation determined 
that die fire was started when the 
apartment resident fell asleep while 
smoking in bed. 

According to 
Lienhardt, in 
1990, there were 
140,000 fires, 
associated with 
smoking materi- 
als that resulted 
in 903 deaths, 

2,453 injuries and 
$412 million in 
property dam- 
age. . 
He offered the 

following tips to 
prevent adding to 
the statistics: 

smoking

from anything that can burn; use 
large, deep, non-tip ashtrays and 
don't rest them on the arms of

chairs or sofas; don't smoke in bed; 
completely douse butts with water 
before throwing them in with other 
garbage; check under upholstery 
and cushions to ensure nothing is 
smoldering after smoking; keep 
smoking materials away from chil- 
dren.

ylCHS physics students test their accuracy calculating 
acceleration and velocity at their teachers' expense

Calculating the number of students 
throughout history who wanted to throw eggs 
at their teachers' heads might be an impossi- 
ble task, even for students at Antioch 
Community High School. What was proven 
quite possible is that physics students could 
accurately calculate acceleration and velocity. 
. Physics teacher Jim McKay came up with 
the idea to rent a lift so that students could 
make calculations from a variety of heights to 
determine at what point an egg would have to 
be dropped to hit a passerby direcdy under- 
neath. 

"It started with a very basic idea of using 
something like a pulley to elevate students to 
different heights," he said. "The idea grew 
from there." 

McKay explained that these equations are 
difficult to learn. "I had to come up with a con- 
ceptual way to teach my students about accel- 
eration and velocity," he said. 

Students from both McKay's classes and 
coworker Ben Palrriberg's classes worked in 
groups of four to see how many times they 



could hit their moving* targets, McKay and 
Palmberg respectively. 

"All you have to do is look at my helmet to 
tell how successful - my class was," McKay 
added. "I was hit often." 

Groups were given three opportunities to 
test their skills. 

Palmberg reviewed the equation before 
the first group was put to the challenge. 
"Remember, there's a ten-inch spike at the 
top of helmet," he called out "Don't forget to 
calculate that in." 

One student would ride the lift, measuring 
the exact height required for the group's equa- 
tion. That same student got the privilege of 
dropping the egg when a teammate below 
would call for it. 

All students, whether actively participat- 
ing or not, calculated out the problem. 

Students were giddy with anticipation as 
Palmberg began his walk under the lift, though 
he closed his eyes when he stepped over the X 
and flinched at times when he was hit. 

Some groups made hits with all three eggs 
and other groups were less successful. 
However, none of the groups went away from 
the experience with egg on their faces.

Bigger isn't always better. The Antioch Golf 
Club, originally built in 1920, has had various 
additions to its main structure over the years 
and topping out at 27,000 square feet. 

Sometime during the month of October, it 
will be demolished. 

Manager Vince Juarez said, "We're down- 
sizing drastically. There's too much space here." 

He said the goal of the new building, slated 
for completion in June 2003, and is to have a 
more efficient club at 5,700 square feet. "There 
will be a club house with banquet facilities and 
a restaurant," explained Juarez. "Outside, there 
will be a big tent that will seat about 300 for golf 
outings and weddings." 

Juarez added that even with 40-50 golf out- 
ings a year, there is too much unused space in 



the current clubhouse. "We want a building that 
is more efficient." 

The new building will have a completely 
new look. Juarez said the elevation of the build- 
ing will be changed dramatically and will fit in 
better with the surrounding area.. 

"We should be able to comfortably, accom- 
modate about 150 people," he said. "The new 
bar will seat 44 and the grill room aboiit 100." 

Juarez said he didn't know exactly in 
October the demolition was to occur, and noted 
that the construction seen adjacent to the club 
at the intersection of Grass Lake Road and 
Route 59 is the start of the new Antioch fire sta- 
tion. 

"It will be nice to have the fire station right 
next door," he said. 

Juarez added, "We are hoping for the con- 
struction to be completed by June 1 of next 
year."

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o, he's not angry or helpless. Fact is, 
life and coaching have been pretty 
good to Denny Porter. 

The proof is in the numbers. 
That list is quite long for the Antioch ligh- . 
weight youth football coach. Porter currently 
holds the youth football coaching record for 
victories, according to the National Youth 
Football Coaches Association. The next 
magic number he has his sights set on is 500. 
That's 500 victories in the youth football 
ranks, a stint that started.back in 1968 when 
Porter was coaching Palatine. 

Porter, who has also served a number of 
years as a youth basketball coach, stayed in 
Palatine until 1971 before starting the youth 
football program in Buffalo Grove. He 
coached the Bills for the ensuing 22 years 
before heading north to Antioch. 

When he started in Antioch, Porter was 
the assistant coach for the lightweight team, 
where he's been ever since. After a year as the

assistant, he took over the head coaching job. 

Porter will try for his 500th win when his 1-2 
lightweight team travels to face the Wauconda . 
Jr. Bulldogs OcL 6 at 1 p.m. at Wauconda High 
School. Porter. got his 499th victory when his 
team upset Lake Zurich last weekend. 

What else is left for Porter, assuming he 
gels the magical win against Wauconda? 

"I'll coach until I'm unable to serve again," 
he said. "It's an outlet for me. I love doing it and 
just want-to keep providing the best youth pro- 
gram possible. You're never too old to learn." 

As far as keys to his success, Porter said 
he goes to plenty of high school and colle- 
giate games during the course of the season. 

"I always like to pick up a new idea I can 
apply to my team, anywhere from a warm- 
up routine to a new play," he said. "I've also 
been very fortunate to have had some excel- 
lent assistant coaches helping me." . 

Porter broke the national record for wins in 
1995, his second year with the Antioch light- 
weights. The old record of 434 victories had 
been previously held by the late Greg Foreman, 
a coach for Pop Warner's seventh- and eighth- 
grade Jr. Midget Chiefs youth football squad.

And even though the Sequoits just 
dropped a 28-14 decision to the Scouts, 
something says this team isn't about to 
fold. 

Senior linebacker Scott Gehrke is 
one of those guys who will make sure of 
it. 

Gehrke has been through three diffi- 
cult seasons while playing varsity ball. 

It's always fun when you're winning. 
But with the team standing at 1-4 with 
four games left, teammates and coaches 
look to Gehrke look to their co-captain 
even more. 

"He's a pretty tough kid," said Sequoit 
Head Coach Del Pechauer. "He's had a 
bum shoulder for the last weeks. He had 
to miss a couple of practices. The other 
guys were wondering whom do we follow? 
He's definitely the heart and soul. Plus, 
he's a leader and can play anywhere on 
the field." 

Gehrke has seen some time on offense 
in the backfield. But his favorite role is 
hitting people and having a nose for the 
football, just like he had when forcing a 
third-quarter Lake Forest fumble. 



"It's all instincts and being able to 
read the defense. Sometimes it's a sim- 
ple thing like just having a hunch of 
where the play is going," said Gehrke, 
who also had a handful of solo tackles to 
go along with several assists in the game. 
"We're a good enough team that I think 
we'll come together before this is all said 
and done." 

Plus, isn't football supposed to be fun? 

"Not as much when you're losing," 
said Gehrke. "It's my job to keep us 
together, to tell the guys to never quit." 

Besides his prowess on the field, 
Pechauer was quick to point out that his 
starting linebacker is also one of the 
teams hardest hitters. 

"No matter where we are in a game, he 
always gives it his all," the coach said. 
"Our defense has been playing well but 
they've been out on the field too long 
sometimes and you're going to get a little 
tired." 

Gehrke and the Sequoits are eager to 
get back on the winning side. 

Tough next assignment, though, when 
it travels to unbeaten Warren Oct. 5 for a 1 
p.m. date with the Devils. 

"Just give it your best and you can 
never be too dissatisfied," said Gehrke. 

All teams should have a leader like 
Gehrke, one who can encourage you 
regardless of the won-loss record.

"I think the rest of the team I starting to 
realize that all the running over the summer 
can really help. Addison put in lots of miles 
over the summer, and where he was our sev- 
enth or eight runner last year, he's third this 
year," said Judson. 

Juniors Beatty and Nappier have led the 
team this year, finishing first and second in 
nearly all die meets thus far. 

"They're out there encouraging other run- 
ners to become better through the way that 
they go about doing things for themselves," 
said Judson. "I can't remember a race where 
Jim and Andy weren't waiting at the chute 
after the race to congratulate their teammates 
and congratulate the runners from other 
teams." 

Antioch defeated Mundelein and Like 
Forest in dual meet action earlier in the week. 

Next on the agenda is the 18-team Antioch 
Invitational on Oct. 5. Last year Antioch -fin- 
ished second to Hersey, who will again partic- 



ipate this year. 

According to Judson, although the race is 
important, its also important not to overdue it 
with the team's final conference match com- 
ing Monday against Libertyville. 

"Saturday is a stepping stone, if they run 
well that will be great, but I also want them to 
come in Monday and be ready for 
Libertyville," said Judson. "Monday is our big 
focus." 

As for the girl's team, they currently have a 
3-6 record in dual meets and lost to both 
teams on Monday. 

The team also participated in die Leyden 
Invitational, where they finished fifth, and 
while team's leading runner Amanda 
Hammond, finished third. 

Hammond along with Amanda Hetzer 
are the teams co-captains, however Hetzer 
has remained sidelined lately with an 
injury.

Lindsey Gruber finished with 10 kills for 
Antioch with the next highest total on the 
team three. Ashley Whistle had 19 assists. 
Last weekend Antioch competed in the 
Warren Invitational, where they finished in 
fifth place. 

They played both Trempor and Carmel, 
who were in their bracket, and lost to both. 
Both teams eventually played for the overall 
tournament championship, with Carmel win- 
ning.

Nowadays, when the question arises, 
"have you been living in a cave?" more and 
more people have beenanswering yes. A new 
trend in home manufacturing is making cave 
dwelling a reality, and not just for spelunkers. 

Davis Caves of Armington, Illinois began 
building earth-sheltered homes in 1976. Since 
then, Davis has built 400 homes across the 
country. "The main advantage is energy effi- 
ciency," said Ruthanne Davis. Earth sheltered 
homes offer year round energy savings of 50 
to 80 percent compared to above ground 
homes. Additionally, earth-sheltered homes 
offer tremendous savings on maintenance 
costs, but of course going up on the roof to cut 
the grass may take some getting used to. 

According to Davis, the energy crisis of 
the 1970's resulted in skyrocketing heating 
and cooling expenses. This in turn helped fuel 
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A model of a "cave home." 
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the creation of Davis .Caves. The earth-shel- 
tered concept can be expanded to many types 
of buildings. 

"The average temperature inside one of 
our homes is 58. degrees without any heat. 
That will vary by 7 to 10 degrees between win- 
ter and summer," said Davis. 

"You can heat a 2,000 square-foot home 
with a cord and a half of wood," she said. 

If the outside temperature were 10 degrees 
below zero, in order to heat a conventional 
aboveground home to 70 degrees, you would 
have to raise die temperature of die home 80 
degrees. In a Davis Caves home, the tempera- 
ture would only have to be raised by 12 degrees. 

The Davis homes are begun with a shell 
(walls and ceiling) of poured-in-place, heavily 
reinforced concrete 15 inches thick. The top 
of the shell and three of the four sides are then 
covered with 3 to 8 feet of earth. 

The earth covered, heavily reinforced con- 
crete construction also provides a high degree 
of safety from storms, tornadoes and fire. 

Maintenance is reduced because there 
are no gutters to clean no roof shingles to 
replace and no re-painting to be done. The 
interior concrete ceilings and walls easily lend 
themselves to a smooth or plastered finish. 

The interiors of the homes can be finished 
in whatever decor and materials a homeown- 



er desires. "From the inside, our homes look 
like any other traditional home," said Davis. 

The creative<floor plans offered by Davis 
also take advantage of passive solar heating 
with the generous usage of windows. 
Addidonally, Davis is making more use of sky- 
lights and the combination of the two help 
wash every room with sunlight. 

"Ideally we like to face the window section 
of the home to the souUi and a little east. But it 
really depends on the piece of property we are 
building on. With the use of skylights, facing 
south is not as important anymore," said Davis. 

Davis Caves utilizes an air circulation sys- 
tem, which incorporates fresh air into the 
home easing concerns regarding radon gas. 

Because the shell structure is in direct con- 
tact with the. earth, moisture can reach the 
structure. Bentonite is used to seal and repel any 
water that may wind up reacliing the structure. 

Additional precautions are taken by 
installing drain tiles on, around and beneath 
die structure, to carry away any water that 
may reacrTthe structure. 

After die shell is built, and the drain tiles 
installed, die structure is sealed and insulated 
prior to being covered with earth. The precise 
use and placement of insulation controls the 
heat and cooling transfer process. The insula- 
tion utilized is critical to the efficiency of the 
heating and cooling process. 

Davis said die average cost for a Davis Cave 
is between $1 10,000 and $1 15,000. Davis Caves 
offers a 90-page plan book and each home is 
crafted by utilizing only the finest of materials 
available.

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CLC board agrees to land sale 
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The College of Lake County board of 
trustees voted Tuesday to sell a parcel of land, 
no larger than to 2 acres, for use by the 
Grayslake Fire Protection District to place a 
station on the east side of the rail road tracks 
which bisect Grayslake. 

The land is to be sold at a rate of $02,750 
per acre, figured to the nearest tenth of an 
acre. The resolution passed by the board also 
called for the Village of Grayslake and the Fire 
Protection District to assume all maintenance 
costs, as well as the any road alteration costs 
associated with the property. 

"Now we will finish the negotiations for 
the property itself," Grayslake Fire Chief Don 
Mobley said. "If everything falls into place we 
could be breaking ground as early as next 

spring." 

Mobley said the plan for the building is 
still in the development process, but research 
done since the decision was made to build a 
station has given the department an idea of 
what diey will require. 



Mobley said he was confident about what 
die board's decision would be regarding the sale. 

"We were pretty confident. I think we had 
a sense that this was something the board, as 
a whole, wanted to do," Mobley said.

Trustees Robert Anderson and Barbara 
Oilschlager were against the sale of land. 

Anderson was glad die vote was being 
made so the board could move on. 

Tm pleased diat, as a board, we have come 
to a compromise of sorts," Anderson said.

ven though 14 incumbents are running and have a 
good chance of being reelected, the Lake County 
Board will be a much different looking body after 
the fall election votes are counted. Mandatory 
redisricting will account for some new faces. Voluntary 
retirement took a toll. In at least one case, electors refused 
to renominate a sitting representative. 

Two County Board leaders will be replaced. Al 
Westerman, originally elected to help rein in uncontrolled 
growth, became an outstanding president of the Lake 
County Forest Preserve District. County Board members 
automatically serve as forest commissioners. Westerman 
chose not to run for reelection. After 12 years of fighting for 
open space preservation, adoption of sensible and work- 
able building regulations for unincorporated areas and 
slowing the rare of development to a manageable pace, 
Larry Leafblad was defeated in an unset by an opponent 
skillfully managed with a single issue strategy to exploit the 
public's disgust over traffic congestion. 

Two candidates have stepped forward to carry on the 
work of Westerman and Leafblad, whose strong voices will 
be sorely missed. They are Steve Carlson, a Republican, and 
Dennis Murphy, a Democrat. In our opinion, both can be 
relied upon to the carry on the work of Westerman and 
Leafblad, forging policies to protect the environment and 
encourage 'smart growth.'

Zion, where Lake County's only 
peaker plant was approved, is expe- 
riencing difficulties where opera- 
tions began in June with two tur- 
bines. The Texas consortium that 
owns and operates the plants vio- 
lated the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency (I EPA) rules that 
smokestacks be 105 feet tall by 
shortchanging them 30 feet. 

The taller stacks would protect air 
quality. The shorter stacks constitute 
potential health hazards, according to 
the Lake County Conservation 
Alliance. The Lake County watchdog 
group also charged that noise from 
the plant, soon to be expanded to 
three turbines, is violating nighttime 
noise standards and keeping neigh- 
bors awake. 

Zion officials also feel mislead 
that only three instead of five tur- 
bines will be built which reduces 
revenue to the city. Plant spokes- 
men reported that the energy 
industry is facing reduced needs 
because of the slowdown in the 
economy. Calpine, the parent com- 
pany, currently has contracts with 
two utilities to produce energy. 

Plans are dormant for a peaker 
site at Volo where residents sound- 
ly rejected a generating site in a ref- 
erendum.

Lincoln, Reagan and two generals 
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istorians rate Abraham Lincoln as 
one of the truly great men of all 
time, perhaps even the greatest per- 
son in United States history. 
Here in his home state of Illinois we hold 
him in such esteem that it's hard to believe one 
of his generals in the Civil War said of him: 

"The president is nothing more than a 
well-meaning baboon, the original gorilla." 

That was from George McClellan, the 
charismatic and designated dynamo Lincoln 
put in charge of the Union forces. only to be 
constanUy disappointed by him. McClellan 
had a penchant for inactivity, a tendency to 
hold back his troops instead of sending them 

to fight. 

My sources are the 1990 television series, 

"The Civil War," by Geoffrey C. Ward, which 
recently has been re-aired on public IV. 
Also, reading the series' huge companion 
book which has been gathering dust on our 

shelves. 

It was a horrible war; 600,000 Americans 
died in it. In conducting a bitter war Lincoln 
never became bitter himself, showing a 
nobility of character that had and still has 

worldwide appeal. 

In many cases relatives were killing rela- 
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tives. One southern private wrote: "There are 
blackberries in the fields so our boys and the 
Yanks made a bargain not to fire at each 
other. They went out in the field, leaving one 
man on each post with the arms, and gath- 
ered berries together and talked over the 
fight. They traded tobacco and coffee and 
newspapers as peacefully and kindly as if 
they had not been engaged for seven days in 
butchering one another." 

A hundred years after. Lincoln came 
another president from Illinois, Ronald 
Reagan, also a hit with historians. He was 
back in the news last week when former first 
lady Nancy Reagan said in an interview that 
her 91-year-old husband, in die advanced 
stages of Alzheimer's disease, may not even 
recognize her anymore. 

The nation's 40th president has been 



seen in public only rarely since his poignant 
1994 letter announcing to the world that he 
had the memory-sapping disease. "I only 
wish I could spare Nancy from this painful 
experience," he said. 

Retired U.S. Army general Colin Powell 
was the main speaker at Reagan's 05th birth- 
day party six years ago. The touching event 
was televised and I happened to tape it. 

More than 400 guests toasted "The 
Gipper" at the Reagans' favorite restaurant 
in Beverly Hills, Calif. Reagan, by then 
uncomfortable in large crowds, chose not to 
attend but behind the dais was a 12-foot 
photo of him in his prime, toasting the audi- 
ence with that familiar impish smile of his. 

Celebrities attending included Bob 
Hope, Red Skelton, Tim Conway, Bob 
Newhart, and Charlton Heston. Johnny 
Mathis sang favorite Reagan songs. 

Gen. Powell told a very touching story 
about how Reagan went far out of his way to' 
chat with young soldiers who were thrilled to 

meet him. 

Nancy Reagan elegantly thanked every- 
one and then turned to the big photo of that 
famous face and said, "I would like to pro- 
pose a toast to my fella, my love." 
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meetings; they cast their vote and many vol- 
unteer vigorously to administer their 
American Direct Democracy. They receive 
wonderful services from their government 
and they -pay a fraction of what we pay! 

In colonial days, when spring roads 
were bogs, when there were no phones, no 
telegraph, no radio, and pony express got 
through if there were bridges, the governors 
made county districts to extend state ser- 
vices. Because they participated in local 
work, counties were given heavy hands to 
dig into the town treasury. (The towns 
assess and they collect taxes and hold local 
taxes!). With time, people found that they 
could build and repair their towns more 
efficiendy with less cost. Today, the coun- 
ties no longer exist. State departments han- 
dle circuit courts, corrections work, univer- 
sities, state-federal highways and other 



state-national affairs. 

Think of our desire to make a difference 
in government. In our times of budget crisis, 
when revenue is short, when government 
services are being cut, and when people are 
being laid off, public discussion and partici- 
pation are needed. Distant, complex, over- 
lapping governmental offices frustrate our 
attempt to understand government, to vote 
intelligently, to participate in it and to know 
what we pay for services. We withdraw, we 
stand aside and we stew in silence. 

My Illinois township is filled with four 
village governments! It contains four inde- 
pendent school districts! We have two inde- 
pendent waste and water departments! Our 
police and fire departments, highways and 
roads, libraries, parks, garbage control, etc., 
are administered by federal, state, county, 
village, township, special districts and by pri- 
vatized agencies. All these have boards, 
meetings and separate budgets. 
Administrators admit their records are hid- 
den away and some obfuscated intentionally 
to prevent public understanding and partici- 
pation! It has become unusual and odd, 



indeed, for a citizen to walk into a public 
office to inquire about its work or the bud- 
get. Our sprawling County Board with wide- 
spread buildings and almost $400 million 
budget has no meeting hall to seat a large 
group. There is virtually no way for citizens 
to know the cost of these numerous, over- 
lapping agencies. 

How are the original towns of the 
American Revolution doing these days - 
those lean and mean New England towns 
that brought Direct Democracy to the world? 

Although they have next to no agricultur- 
al land, no coal, oil, or minerals to speak of, 
other than wood and stone, they are strong 
competitors for us - we big spenders who 
have deficits in the billions. They know their 
budget, they vote yes or no or amend next 
year's costs, they flood their schools with 
support, and they are leaders in many areas 
of American progress.

Association of Central Lake County (SRACLC) 
requesting that their membership be reinstat- 
ed at SRACLC's Sept. 25th board meeting. 

The park district's board voted to with- 
draw from the association at the end of July 
this year. After a re-vote by board members 
and parents with children in the association, 
the park district decided to formally reapply 
for membership. 

The Mundelein Park and Recreation 
District originally wanted to withdraw from 
the association because it was unhappy with 
the funding. The district also thought by 
breaking away from the association it could 
encourage more community membership. 

The park district's board changed its tune 
when parents of children in the association 
came forward with several complaints. 
Parents did not want their children to be taken 
out of the association because of the long- 
term relationships they had made with other 
children in the association. Parents were also 
upset because they wanted their children in 
an ongoing program; they did not want to wait 
for the park district to get something off the 
ground. 

The Mundelein Park and Recreation 
District's letter said the board wished to rein- 
state membership under the following condi- 
tions: That he Mundelein Park and Recreation 
District continue to monitor and scrutinize 
the SRACLC budget and expenditures for cost 
effectiveness to justify continued member- 
ship; that the Mundelein Park and Recreation 
District establish a working committee of no 
more than five SRACLC families to work 
toward increased participation by Mundelein 
residents in SRACLC programs and assist 
Mundelein Park and Recreation District in the 



development of a tentative alternate program 
and budget to better determine the feasibility 
of what could be done by the Mundelein Park 
and Recreation District independent of SRA- 
CLC.

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pain. The good news is, she can come out of it 
and shine if she does the right things. I am liv- 
ing proof of that My best friends during 7th 
grade were Larry, Moe, and Curly and Tom 
and Jerry. I kid you not! It is a complete bum- 
mer to go to school each day and face kids 
who are so mean to you and not be able to 
give a clever come back. 

Since you didn't give me a lot of detail 
about your daughter's "packaging," to go on 
here, I will tell you what I did and whatever 
applies to her, you can use. First, and most 
importantly, I could not jump in the prover- 
bial "pool" until I was ready to. In other 
words, talk to her about these ideas, but don't 
give her a timeline. Don't force her to go in 
and do this stuff until she is very ready. If it is 
too fast, it can backfire and guess who she will 
blame? Your best intentions can become a 
hardship if it isn't timed right. When she is 
ready, there are 3 primary areas that need to 
be paid attention to. These are hair, clothes 
and comebacks. When I was in 7th grade, I 
wasn't very good at even washing my hair 
enough, let alone styling it nght. Of course 
- back in those days, if you didn't wash your 
hair 3 times a day, you were "gross." I will 
never forget how great that 1st stylish haircut 
was that I got. It was like the start of a whole 
new me! Clothing needed to be coordinated 
and "in." Of course, my clothes were never 
coordinated and were about as "out" as you 
could get. When kids would say mean things 
to me, my "comeback barometer" would not 
engage until about 3 minutes after the com- 
ment would have been fresh. It was disas- 
trous. 

Now, I have to assume that at least some 
of this is happening to your daughter. Usually, 
those are the areas that tend to make a kid shy 
away from interaction with other kids. So, as I 
said, when she is ready, approach her about 
changing her hair style, hygiene habits, and 
wardrobe, if she is willing to. 

Comebacks and things to say to other kids 
are a little more tricky. My motto is practice 
makes perfect. When I would miss a come- 
back, I would think later on about what I 
would have liked to say and then I would 
practice it in my mirror with different looks on 
my face until I got the one I wanted. Then I 
would practice that over and over again. 
Remember, practice makes perfect even with . 
comebacks. The more comfortable a person is 
with the process of giving clever little quips 
back to comments, the easier it will naturally 
come out. It worked for me rather quickly. 
Low and behold, I found myself answering 
back quickly and efficiently and all of a sud- 
den , these kids started to know that not only 
was I on top of what they were saying, but I 
could deliver the comeback effortlessly. Make 
: sure to make clear for your daughter that we 
are not talking here about antagonizing peo- 
ple. There is a big difference between a cute, , 
clever comeback that will get her respected by 
other kids and an aggressive, antagonistic 
remark. You can also role play situations with 
her. Again, the more practice, the better she 
will be at it 

Also, the above suggestions are to be seen 
as a start. Hair, clothes and comebacks do not 
make relationships. She needs to take a gen- 
uine interest in the people she wants to be 
involved with. There is a general rule of 
thumb when it comes to relationships. 
.People like it when other people are interest- 
ed in their interests. If she goes into it wanting 
everyone to like her, she must be interested in 
those other people and their interests. Even if 
they are not necessarily her taste (this, of 
course, only applies to legal activities!) 

Like anything important, it will take some 
time and work, but it will pay off in confi- 
dence and fun for her. Like I said before, I am 
livmg proof of the same story. After some 
practice, I grew up to be a Doctor who has the 
confidence to do speaking engagements in ■ 
front of rooms of 100 people and more. If 
someone would have told me in 7th grade, 
that I would be doing that as an adult, I never 
Would have believed them. Well, here I am. 
Practice works. If done conectly, it can work 
for her too.

When not at home or at 
work, Buhs keeps busy with his APA franchise 
in Kenosha.

If approved, this new pur- 
chase will mark the 22nd acquisition made 
using funds from the successful, voter- 
approved November 2000 referendum, and 
increase the total acres of Forest Preserves 
in Lake County to 24,340 acres. 

The 1.5-acre trail corridor parcel is 
located on the west side of the river across 
from the Ryerson Conservation Area and is 
part of the planned extension of the Des 





Plaines River Trail. It is part of an effort 
undertaken by the Forest Preserve District 
in 1997 to acquire 15 parcels, ranging in 
size from 0.1 to 3.7 acres to provide a route 
for the Des Plaines River Trail. So far, all but 
two of the parcels have been secured for 
the trail. 

The purchase provides a route for the 
planned Greenway and extends the south- 
ern section of the Des Plaines River Trail, 
the backbone of a planned countywide net- 
work of over 100 miles of regional trails. The 
7,727-acre DPR Greenway, a band of Forest 
Preserves that stretches from the Illinois- 
Wisconsin state line to Cook County, pre- 
serves 88 percent of the rivers' banks and 
currently includes 29 miles of the planned 
33-mile multi-purpose DPR Trail.

Address Resume Problems Carefully 

By Scon T. Fleiscbmann 
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Just as the IRS looks for specific problems on lax returns, Rood 
recruiters look for problems on a resume. Poor grammar, misspelled 
words, periods of unemployment are some of the problems that arc 
most often Identified. 

Lucky candldales will have a chance to address those problems wilh 
a recruiter. Those who are not quite as fortunate will be eliminated 
from the qualification process without ever knowing the reason. Let's 
explore those problems and how to prevent them. 

Grammatical Errors. The first step In eliminating this problem is to 
get a word processor that has a good grammar checker. However, 
these tools will not eliminate the problem. They will pick up most 
obvious errors but subdc error, that can change meaning, may be 
overlooked. Therefore, make sure that you read your resume several 
times for dicse errors. 

Another option Is to have a friend read II to make sure that It makes 
sense to them. Ask them to read a small section and then explain it to 
you In their own words. If they accurately describe your intent, you 
can be sure that it Is accurate. Since they did not write the document, 
they arc more likely to be looking at it without making assumptions

that you might make because you know the circumstances. 

Spelling Errors. The solutions to this problem is much like the gram- 
matical errors. Get a word processor wilh a good spell checker, re- 
read your work for errors, and have someone eke read It. However, 
this problem has a unique twist. Correctly spelled words are over- 
looked even If they are not the correct word. As an example, I once 
saw a resume from someone who claimed to have supervised a moist 
manufacturing facility. When we discussed that task we found that 
"moist" should have been "|obt."i 

Employment Gaps. This problem is best handled proactlvcly. Use a 
cover letter wilh to explain the circumstances but do not use excuses. 
If you lost your Job In a downsizing, say that Employment profes- 
sionals understand that downsizing is a part of life In 2 1st century 
America. Dul then tell them how you handled that situation. "I decid- 
ed to use this opportunity to explore a possible consulting career." M l 
decided to use litis Ume to find the |ob dial best matched my skills. 1 * 
Or, "I chose to work part time in retail to support myself, while work- 
ing full lime on my Job search" are all possible answers. The goal is 
to give them the accurate Information on how you handled a difficult 
situation with a positive altitude. 

Unfinished Coursework. Again, this Is best handled truthfully In the 
cover letter. Explain the circumstances that caused you to leave dial 
work unfinished. If you have plans to complete it, state those plans. 

Ultimately, the best advice Is to have an employment professional 
review your resume. If you have a friend who Is a recruiter, ask him 

or her to review If for you. If not, ask friends and family if they know
